The  shafts  N  0  are  pi^ovided  with  puileys  g  g,  and  rotation  is  communi- 
ited  to  them  by  belts  A  h,  from  pulleys  1 1  on  the  màinshaft;  rotation 
iog  given  m  the  direction  of  the  arrow  to  the  driving  pulley. 
The  Inmber  to  be  planed  isliô^^daced  from  the  end  of  the  machine,  * 
hioh  is  shown  at  the  right4iand  in  figures  1  and  2,  and  being  grasped  by 
he  rollers  1 1,  is  by  them  drawn  forward  to  the  cutters  E  E,  which  being 
pidly  revolved  towards  the  advanoing  lumber,  plane  it  ip  the  proper 
ickness;  and  as  the  lumber  continues  toadvanceit  is^asped  by -the 
rollers  J  J,  which  aid  in  thefeeding  motion,  and  discharges  the  board  after 
it  has  passed  the  outtei-s.    The  uppei^ljllers  I  J,  being  hui^  in  spring 
bearings,  always  exert  a  pressure  on  the  top  of  the  board,  and  tllns  prevent 
it  being  raised  np  by  the  action  of  the  cutters  E  E. 

When  the  lumber  is  designed  for  floors  or  oeilings,  or  othelr  purposes 
ibr  which  it  is  requircd  to  be  matohed,  a  tongue  is  formed  on  one  edge  of 
it  and  a  groove  on  the  other,  hf  the  cutters  L  M,  which  both  revollre 
toward'the  advancing  board;  and  thèse  opérations  are  performed  at  the 
same  time  that  the  upper  surfiMse  of  the  board  is  planed,  the  whole  being 
donc  at  a  single  opération. 

When  the  lumber  is  rjquired  to  be  matohed,  it  shoald  be  first  reduoed 
to  a  utaiform  width,  and  guided  in  its  introduction  into  the  machine  by  a 
gauge  P  attached  to  the  bed  Q  of  the  machine. 

When  the  lumber  is  not  to  be  matohed,  this  gauge  and  the  cutterâ  L  M 
should  be  taken  off  and  dispensed  with.  -     - 

I  make  no  claim  to  the  mode  in  which  the  cutters  are  secured  upon  their 
shafl^  por  to  the  adjustable  bearings  which  permit  of  the  élévation  or 
dépression  of  the  shaft,  for  I  am  aware  that  thèse  are  not  new  ;  but  what 
I  claim  as  my  invention  and  désire  to  secure  by  Patent,  is  : 

1.  The  combination  of  the  cutters  B  E  and  the  feeding-rollers  I IJ  J,

2.  The  combination,  with  the  cutters  B  E  and  the  feeding-rollors  I  IJ  J,

The  nature  of  the  invention  of  the  said  Benjamin  Browning  consists  of 
mixing  olive,  hird  or  rape-seed  oil,  with  a  solution  of  cil  soap  dissolved  in 
hot  wàter. 

To  prépare  the  wool  oil,  take  a  quantity  of  oil  soup  of  any  kind,  pro- 
vided  the  quality  is  good,  and  dissolve  the  sahie  in  hot  water,  say  about 
thirty  pounds  of  oil  soap  in  thirty  gallons  of  water,  or  a  sufficient  quan 
tityofsoapto  saturate  the  water.  Then  take  equal  parts,  bymeasure 
of  olive,  lard,  rape^eed,  or  any  other  kind  of  oil  whioh  can  be  used  on 
wool  in  the  prooess  of  ite  manufacture,  and  mix  it  with  the  préparation, 
aforesaid,  to  wit  :  the  soap  solution,  which,  after  snch  mixture,  is  ready 
to  be  used  on  wool  #ith  as  bénéficiai  an  effect  as  if  pure  oil  only  had  been 
used.  This  wool  oil  will  not  décompose  by  âge,  beoanse  the  oil  of  soap 
neutralises  the  stéarine  in  the  oil,  henoe  there  is  nothing  to  décompose. 
And  for  the  same  reason  «pontaneous  combustion  cannot  be  prpduced- 

What  I  olaim  as  the  invention  of  the  said  Benjamin  Browning,  and 
désire  to  secure  by  patent  is:  a  compound  oomposed  of  any  of  the  oils 
ordmariiy  used  on  ^ool  in  its  manufacture,  and  a  solution  of  oil  soap, 
substantially  in  the  proportions  and  for  the  purposes  set  forth.
